--On the llth of August, 1978, the author produced the 
frontispiece of the present work (a preliminary sketch 
for which was done on 071078) 


--In the period August 12-13, 1978 the author numbered the 
pages of the original typescript of the present work and 
corrected those typographical and grammatical errors 
that he discovered in the August 7-10, 1978 re-reading 


of the present work 


--On August 14, 1978 the author made a xerographic copy of 
the entire typescript of Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook 
at Management Resources, Inc. (155 E. 56th St,, NYC, NY 10022). 


--In the period August 15-30, 1978 the author typed the 
Appendix, re-typed much of the front matter, effected 
revisions to the Foreword, re-set the left-hand pages 
and set the running heads of the present work

performance of Uncle Vanya” in the Avon Theatre, Stratford, 
Ontario, Canada (the performance of which the author 
attended with Sheryl Gross and Vincent Davi), SRP declared 
Comparative Aesthetics: A Workbook a completed work.
